ground beef may be used. 
Green Pepper Ring Lamb Loai 
H i pounds ground lamb 
cups bread crumbs 
1 cup milk 
3» tablespoons grated onion 
1 cup cooked peas 
1% teaspoons salt 
% teaspoon pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
1 small bay leaf 
31 cyp cooked seasoned rice 
1 egg 
4 small green peppers 
Buy 
lamb from 
the 
shoulder, 
breast or shank for grinding. Soak 
bread crumbs in milk. Add onion, 
peas, salt, pepper, chopped parsley 
and finely crumbled bay leaf. Mix 
thoroughly. 
In a separate bowl, 
combine the cooked rice and egg. 
Remove 
seeds 
and 
membranes 
from peppers. Parboil pepper cases 
about 5 minutes or until tender. 
Drain, rinse with cold water and 
fill with rice mix ture. 
Line the 
bottom of a loaf pan (5x 9 inches) 
with wax ed paper. 
Pack a one- 
fourth inch layer of m eat mix ture 
into 
loaf 
pan. 
Arrange 
stuffed 
peppers on meat and pack rem ain­ 
ing meat around peppers to make 
a firm loaf. 
Bake in a moderate 
oven (i50 degrees F.) for 
hours.

When fruits are at the height of 
their season and most abundant, 
the home yanner may uot have the 
sugar to make all the jelly she 
wishes. She can. however, put up 
a supply of juice to use later for 
jelly. 
Jelly made from juice that 
has been stored 
as 
long as six 
months has as flue a tex ture as that 
made 
from 
fresh 
fruit, 
home 
economists of the V 
S- Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
have found. 
The color and flavor may not be 
quite so distinct, however. 
This 
is especially the 
case 
with the 
juice from red fruits which lose 
color easily. 
For making jelly, juice is pre­ 
pared 
somewhat 
differently from 
I that 
canned 
for 
beverage 
use 
Fruit must be boiled rather than 
simmered to draw out pectin for 
jelly and no sugar is added. 
A m ix ture of slightly under-ripe 
and ripe fruit makes the best juice 
for jelly because the under-ripe 
fruit gives more pectin and acid, 


and the ripe irutt 
gives the lull 
color and flavor 
Discard any dam 
aged parts of the fruit. Wash thor 
oughly and drain. 
Wash berries 
quickly and handle gently to pre 
vent loss of juice. Cut large fruits 
like apples in 
small 
pieces and 
leave cores in because they contain 
pectin.

Center For Meat Loaf 


Here is a new idea iu meat 
loaves from the recipe file of Jessie 
Alice Cline, home economist, meat 
loaf with rice-stuffed green pep­ 
pers baked in the center.

Ha pounds ground lamb 
I Vz cups bread crumbs 
I cup milk 
3, tablespoons grated onion 
1 cup cooked pea* 
1% teaspoons Bait 
Vfc teaspoon pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
I small bay leaf 
\ cup cooked seasoned rice 
I egg 
4 small green peppers 
Buy 
lamb from 
the 
shoulder, 
breast or shank for grinding. Soak 
bread crumbs in milk. Add onion, 
peas, salt, pepper, chopped parsley 
and finely crumbled bay leaf. Mix 
thoroughly. 
In a separate bowl, 
combine the cooked rice and egg. 
Remove 
seeds 
and 
membranes 
from peppers. Parboil pepper cases 
about 5 minutes or until tender. 
Drain, rinse with cold water and 
fill with rice mixture. 
Line the 
bottom of a loaf pan (5x9 inches) 
with w aled paper. 
Pack a one- 
fourth inch layer of meat mixture 
Into 
loaf 
pan. 
Arrange 
stuffed 
peppers on meat and pack rem ain­ 
ing meat around peppers to make 
a Arm loaf. 
Bake In a moderate 
oven (950 degrees F.) for 1V4 hour*.

FRUIT NOW TO MAKE 
INTO JELLY LATER 


Uses for Rendered Fat 
Fat rendered from pork or bacon 
can be successfully used as short­ 
ening In many quick breads and is 
particularly good In gingerbread, 
applesauce atnd spice cake.

When fruits are at the height of 
their season and most abundant, 
the home yonn, r may uot have the 
sugar to make all the jelly she 
wishes. She can. however, put up 
a supply of juice to use later for 
jelly. 
Jelly made from Juice that 
has been stored 
as 
long 
as six 
months has as fine a texture as that 
made 
from 
fresh 
fruit, 
borne 
economists of the U. S- I A part­ 
ment of Agriculture 
have found 
The color and flavor may not be 
quite so distinct, however. 
This 
Is especially the 
case 
with the 
juice from red fruit* which lose 
color easily. 
For making jelly, juice is pre­ 
pared 
somewhat 
differently from 
that 
canned 
for 
beverage 
use 
Fruit must be boiled rather than 
simmered to draw out pectin for 
jelly and no sugar is added. 
A mixture of slightly under-ripe 
and ripe fruit makes the best juice 
for jelly because the under-ripe 
fruit gives more pectin and acid, 


aud tile ripe iruit 
gives the full 
color and flavor Discard any dam 
aged parts of tho fruit. Wash thor­ 
oughly and drain. 
Wash berries 
quickly and handle gently to pre 
vent loss of juice. Cut large fruits 
like apples it) 
small 
pieces and 
leave cores in because they contain 
pectin. 
But fruit on to boat in a broad 
flat-bottomed 
kettle. 
Very 
juicy 
fruit need? no water added, but Arm 
fruit like apples need a* much as 
a cup of water to a pound 
Crush 
soft fruit to start Juice flowing. 
Bring fruit to a boil, and stir to 
prevent 
scorching. 
After 
boiling 
starts, berries, currants and grapes 
need to boil 6 to IO minutes until 
soft; apples and quinces 20 to 25 
minute*. 
Pour the hot 
cooked 
unit ut 
once into a jelly hag and let it drip 
Pour the juice into hot sterilized 
jars and adjust lids 
Place on a 
rack in a water bath with water 
simmering (ISG degrees F.l. When 
water again comes to the simmer­ 
ing temperature, 
simmer 
either 
pint or quart jars 20 minutes Re­ 
move from water 
and 
seal tops 
except the metal self-sealing lids. 
Store juice in a cool, dry, dark 
place until time to use it for mak­ 
ing Jelly.
